RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 15 th November 1058 

No. 36 ( 2 )-T.R ./58—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the 
continuance of protection to the Artificial Silk and Cotton and Artificial Silk 
Mixed Fabrics Industry on the basis of an Inquiry undertaken by it under 
Sections 11(e) and 13 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations 
are as follows:— 

(1) Protection granted to the artificial silk and cotton -and artificial silk 

mixed fabrics industry should be discontinued with effect from the 
1st January, 1959. 

(2) The Textile Commissioner, while taking appropriate steps to bring all 

power-looms in legitimate operation to his register should discourage 
the installation of discarded looms. 

2, Government accept recommendation (1) and steps will be taken in due 
course to discontinue protection to the artificial silk and cotton and artificial silk 
mixed fabrics industry with effect from the 1st January, 1959- 

3. Government have taken note of recommendation (2) and steps will be 
taken to implement It to the extent possible,
